Examining Trials 
Held Tuesday For 
Hibbens, Perkins 


High winds caused numer¬ 
ous elect!ic power failures in 
this area Tuesday morning. 
Electriaity was off in West 
Liberty between 9 a.m. and 
12:30 p.m. and rural areas also 
suffered blackouts during the 
same time period. 

A representative of Ken¬ 
tucky Power Co-, which serves 
West Liberty, said power lines 
were blown together by the 
high winds causing circuit 
breakers to kick off automati¬ 
cally. 

A spokesman for Licking 
Valley RECC said its patrons 
also suffered blackouts in some 
areefs as a result of the high 
winds. 

As a result of the power 
failure, students at Morgan 
County High and Morgan 
County Elementary were sent 
home early and Lycoming Shoe 
Co. at West Liberty was forced 
to close down operations for 
the day. 

The winds, which began 
around 2 a»m. Tuesday, gust e d 
to more than 30 miles per 
hour locally and blew down 
awnings, street signs, and caus¬ 
ed other minor damage over 
town. 

A metal storage shed be¬ 
longing to Millard Sheets was 
badly damaged by the wind. 

At Charleston, W. Va., wind 
gusts of 72 miles per hour 
were recorded and Huntington 
recorded gusts of 62 miles per 
hour. 

A trailer home on the Hog- 
town Ridge between Sandy 
Hook and Monehead also was 
blown over by the wind, but 
its occupants were not at 
home at the time. 

The winds accompanied 
plummeting temperatures 
which dropped to near zero 
Tuesday night. 


Wesley Hibbens, 19, and Earl 
Ray Perkins, 20, both of near 
West Liberty, were denied bond 
at their examining trials here 
Tuesday on charges of willful 
murder in the beating death 
of Mrs. Rissie Steele Day, a 75- 
year-old widow, at her home 
near West Liberty on Sunday, 
Jan. 17. , 1 

The two had been arrested 
later that day by State Police 
and Sheriff James Brooks and 
deputy at the home of Perkins’ 
father, on Ky-976 near Pomp. 
Hibbens had been held in jail 
in West Liberty and Perkins in 
Clark County Jail in Winches¬ 
ter. 

Hibbens’ examining trial was 
held in the morning before 
County Judge Allen, and Per¬ 
kins’ trial in the afternoon. 
Hibbbens was represented by 
Mrs. Cassie Allen, a Prestons- 
burg attorney, and Perkins by 
David Reeves of Grayson, the 
Legal Service Program attorney 
appointed by the court. 

Commonwealth’s Attorney 
Ralph N. Walter and County 
Attorney Thomas Davis repre¬ 
sented the Commonwealth. 

At Ihe Hibbens examination, 
the Commonwealth’s Attorney 
reviewed for the court a state¬ 
ment made by Hibbens in which 
he admitted he and Perkins 
'vent to the widow's home after 
Perkins said “There ought to he 
a bunch of money down there ” 
He said Perkins asked to use 
the phone claiming they had 
run out of gas. (The Day home 
is about 100 yards from US-460, 
near the river, at the Day Hill, 
ltz miles east of West Lib¬ 
erty.) 

“He started to grab and beat 
her, and I didn’t know he was 
going to do nothing like that— 
he threw her on the bed and 
started beating her and tried 
to rape her. I pulled him off 
her twice and then I left.” the 
Hibbens statement said. 

Hibbens said in the statement 
he didn’t know what happened 
after that, but said he got with 
Pei kins again two or three 
hours later, at Perkins’ father’s 
home.

The new Rural Environ-1 
mental Assistance Program 
(REAP) for 1971, emphasiz¬ 
ing a broad attack on the en¬ 
vironmental problems creat¬ 
ed by the nation’s farming 
operations, was announced bv 
Secretary of Agirciulture Clif¬ 
ford M. Hardin. 

Announcement of the new 
program, formerly known as 
the Agricultural Conserva¬ 
tion Program (ACP), per¬ 
mits resumption of die feder¬ 
al cost-sharing of various ben¬ 
eficial conservation practices 
with farmeis, but under a 
restructed program in line 
with modern da(y needs to 
better both the on and off- 
farm environment. It makes 
farmers partners in the ven¬ 
ture between the federal gov¬ 
ernment and state, city, and 
local governments to deal 
with the pressing problems 
of pollution. 

“The restructed program 
will be used to help presreve 
our environment, demonstrate 
good environmental enhance- 
• ment practices, and return 
more public benefits at less 
public cost,” Secretary Har¬ 
din pointed out. 

Although the specific level 
of funding for 1971 has not 
been determined, the 1971 
program will be funded, and

LOUISVILLE, Ky. — Gov. 
Louie B. Nunn has announced 
his intention to call Kentucky’s 
General Assembly into special 
session beginning Feb. 25. 

The governor made the an- 
i.ouncement during a state- 
of-the-state message to the mid- 
wihter meeting of the Ken¬ 
tucky Press Assn, in Louis¬ 
ville Friday. 

He said that, as of now, the 
sole purpose of the special 
session would be 'he reappor- 
tionment of state legislative 
districts. 

The state’s 100 House dis¬ 
tricts and 38 Senate districts 
will be redrawn to conform 
to population shifts recorded 
during the 1970 census. 

Governor Nunn also told 
the press delegates Kentucky’s 
financial outlook for the cur¬ 
rent fiscal year has improved 
and that more revenue may 
be realized than originally ex¬ 
pected. 

He said the official revenue 
estimate is being readjusted 
to $560 million for the cur¬ 
rent fiscal year, up some $3 
million over original budget 
estimates made in 1969. 

In July 1970, the governor 
had put into effect a LI per 
cent reduction in state spend 
ing, after revenue estimates 
indicated only $553 million 
would be made available. 

He said, “Results of a care¬ 
ful study of present indi¬ 


cators persuades us that the 
Kentucky economy is moving 
ahead to a good 1971. 

“In fact, economists are 
forecasting that personal in¬ 
come will show a sclid 6.2 
per cent increase over fiscal 
year 1970.” 

The governor pointed out 
he had cut the budget immedi¬ 
ately last July when indicators 
pointed downward so all state 
agencies would be able to ab¬ 
sorb the impact over the en¬ 
tire year. 

He also indicated that al¬ 
though the total revenue figure 
had shown an increase, the 
original Road Fund figure of 
$172 million was unchanged. 

Governor Nunn listed several 
achievements of his first three 
years in office, especially not¬ 
ing improvements in the fields 
of education and highway con¬ 
struction. 

He said the state's teachers 
are better paid by approxi¬ 
mately $1500 annually than 
when he took office, and that 
over 115.000 persons arc being 
treined each year in an ex¬ 
panded system of vocational 
schools. 

He said the Rural Roa<i. pro¬ 
gram has been increased by 
77 per cent, while the County 
Road Aid Fund has shown a 
similar Inca - ease, some 78.4 
per cent. 

He also nojed more than 
3000 miles of new biackto a 
roads have been built and 
over 7700 miles of county roads 
have been improved through 
state projects in the 36-month 
period.

‘PROGRESSIVE EDUCATION 
HAS AWAKENED AMERICA 


(The Irvine Times-Herald) 

Some of the thoughts expressed in this edi¬ 
torial are not original but they are worth cit¬ 
ing or repeating here: 

Let us stall with a simple train of thought. 

Man's material welfare is based on civiliza¬ 
tion. 

Civilization is based on law and order. 

Law and order is based on discipline. 

Discipline is of two types — that which is 
IMPOSED and that which is SELF-IMPOSED. 

Discipline must be imposed on children to 
form the personal habits that make good 
character. 

It must also he imposed on adults who do 
not impose it on themselves. 

Now let’s consider the fact that, in the Unit¬ 
ed States, discipline has for an entire gene¬ 
ration come more and more to be regarded as 
old fashioned. This revolution started in the 
classrooms under the labels of “progressive 
education" and “permissiveness,” meaning 
encouraging children to do what “comes na¬ 
turally." 

It spread to the home as parents were ad¬ 
vised that forcing children to do things they 


did not want to do created anti-social attitudes 
and stunted developments of “the whole 
child.” The philosophy frowns upon making 
emharassing comparisons of the scholastic a- 
chievement of one child with another, and 
holds that criminal tendencies result from 
natural lack of standards for which the indivi¬ 
dual is not responsible. 

The Result of this “progressive permissive¬ 
ness" has been to discourage the teachers, 
confuse the parents, and disgust the police 
authorities. Mass education has never been 
worse and crime has never been so high. Res¬ 
pect for the principles and institutions under¬ 
lying the American civilization has never 
been so low. 

One good thing, however, has happended. 
The recent stupid excesses of the lawless 
minority, on the streets and on the campus, 
has finally shocked the nation into realizing 
the enormity of what is happening and seems 
to be crystallizing the greatest of all social 
forces — public indignation in a free society. 
From all indications, the importance of disci¬ 
pline and law enformement is being rediscov¬ 
ered.

AUTO INSURORS ASK HIKES; HALF 
OF STATE’S FIRMS SEEK ABOUT 25% 


LICKING RIVER

FRANKFORT, Ky. — The 
Insurance Rating Board, w’hose 
companies write about half 
the automobile physical da¬ 
mage policies in Kentucky, is 
set king an inet ease ol almost 
25 per cent in such policies. 

Ii urance Commissioner Ro¬ 
bert Preston said Monday he 
(has scheduled a public hear¬ 
ing for 10 a.m. Thursday on 
the application. 

The New York group has 
filed for new boosts only 14 
months after reviving its latest 
round of increases. 

In December 1969 the de¬ 
partment allowed the 200 firms 
to increase their auto liability 
policies an average of 5-5 pe” 
cent statewide. 

In August 1969 the group 
received clearance for a 15.7 
per cent increase in physical 
damage coverage. This includes 
$100 deductible collision plus 
comprehensive (fire and theft) 
coverage. 

Thp latest request is for 
rates in liability and physical 
damage which would bring 
an additional $8,290,000 every 
year. 

The combined figure of lia¬ 
bility and physical damage 
rates shows a p;Oposed aver¬ 
age 21.6 per dhnt increase 
sought. But the bulk of pre¬ 
mium money is in collision 
coverage, and that would ap¬ 
proach 25 per cent. 

Preston said his department’s 
[ policy is not to let any rate 
increase request exceed 25 per 
; cent in any of the 12 territories. 

Most rate adjustment ap¬ 
plications usually list lower 
charges for rural areas, but 
the rating board’s new version 
is an exception. 

For example, the lowest 
boost sought anywhere in the 
state for collision is 24.1 per 
cent in Covington-Newport, 
gnd the lowest for liability is 
14.1 per cent at Ashland. 

An Insurance Department 
spokesmen said the board’s 
member firms and subscribers 


last year wrote 40 per cent 
of liability and 50 per cent of 
physical ciaimage policies in 
ibis state. 

The average boost for colli¬ 
sion policies is based on $100 
deductible, the most common 
form. That means the policy- 
holder pays for the first $100 
in damages and the company 
all above that figure. 

Territorial rate increase pro¬ 
posals for collision include 25 
per cent in the Louisville area. 

24.8 pfcir cent for Northern 
Kentucky, Frankfort and Ash¬ 
land. 24.7 per cent for Owens¬ 
boro, Paducah and Henderso l 
and 24.4 per cent for Lexing¬ 
ton. 

On liability it would be 24.5 
per cent more at Louisville, 

23.9 per cent at Paducah, 23.7 
per cent at Owensboro, 203 
per cent at Lexington, 17.7 
per cent at Henderson and 
16.1 per cent at Franklort and 
Northern Kentucky.

Kalni told of seeing women 
using the bark to dye worste- ( 
a "fine lasting orange color, | 
which docs not fade in the sun 
He quoted John Bartran. whom ; 
he visited in Philadelphia, as • 
saying that three soakings in a j 
broth brewed from sassafras, 
berries cured a Virginia woman 
of a severe pain in the heel j 
from which she had suffered j 
for three years. 

Pioneers found many othei | 
uses for sassafras, but there 
was one use to which it was 
not put: fuel for heaing and 
cooking. 

There is superstition, still ex¬ 
tant in some parts of Appala 
chia, which hold that to burn 
sassafras is to invite certain 
disaster. The belief probably 
stems from the fact that sassa¬ 
fras wood burns with consider¬ 
able cracking and popping, of¬ 
ten exploding burning embers 
several feet out into space. In 
the day of fireplaces and high¬ 
ly inflammable straw tick and 
corn shuck mattresses, these 
flying embers often landed in 
the beds, setting them afire and 
sometimes burning the house; 
to the ground. 

Because of its many valuable [ 
uses, sassafras has been called ! 
the "universal plant,” but with 
| use as a beverage and spring 
I time tonic, the U.S. Department 
j of Health, Education and Wel¬ 
fare is reported to look upon 
it dubiously. 

According to an HEW report, 
sassafras bark and roots con¬ 
tain, as a natural ingredient, a 
j small amount of safrole — a 
weak carcinogen. 

The HEW report continues 
! that while this did not mean 
| the risk involved sufficient to 
j preclude the drinking of sassa- 
j fras tea, there were some sei- 
ious doubts as to its therapeutic 
value. 

In any case, the sassafras 
tree, “Sassafras albidum, which 
! covers many a hillside through¬ 
out eastern North America is 
a valuable tree and natural re¬ 
source. It. has contributed much 
to the lore and the wealth cf 
■! the Nation.
